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East End of Merchants’ 
Bridge Sold for Taxes 


Percy P. Lusk, Edwardsville Realty Man, Buys 


Illinois Half of $2,225,000 Structure for 


$11,082.03 at Forced Sale. 


The east half of the $2,250,000 Mer- 
chants’ Bridge, over the Mississippi, 
Was sold for taxes Tuesday noon at 
the Madison County Courthouse in Hd- 
wardsville. Percy P. Lusk, an Ed- 
Wardsville real estate and insurance 
man, was the buyer, and the price was 
$11,082.03, the amount of the tax bill. 
Fassenger trains came and went Over 
the bridge as usual. 

Under Illinois law, Lusk will have to 
give the former owner, the St. Louis 
Merchants’ Bridge Co., two years in 
which to redeem the property by pay- 
ing the $11,082.03 and an additional 25 
per dent of that amount as a penalty. 
L. the company fails to do this in two 


years, Lusk can move the east end of 
the bridge away, and perhaps, if St 
Louis still lacks an east approach for 
the free bridge by that time, he might 
move it opposite Chouteau avenue and 
sell it to the city. e 

The bridge company, which is a subs'- 
diary of the Terminal Association, has 
complained that its 1913 taxes in Madi- 
son County were too high, and has re- 
fused to pay them. It settled its tax 
bill in 1912 after a prolonged controver 
sy. Lusk’s interest in the matter is said 
to be a speculative one, he believing 
he can get a 25 per cent return on his 
investment by waiting two years. Whoet 
the company intends to do has not ap- 
peared.

The women who conduct the home 
say Clifton is just about all right. He 
weighs 4% pounds. He has brown eyes 
and light brown hair, bobbed. He has 
eight teeth and more on the way. He 
has had the measles, thank you, and 
the mumps and the whooping cough, and 
has come through them all and is ready 
to grow up into a fine, healthy boy. The 
only thing he wants is a home. 

While Clifton, in the window, was 
mutely appealing for a home, he was 
helping along the Help the Babies’’ 
campaign for the benefit of the Mothers’ 
and Babies’ Home. 

He played in the window with cards 
on which was printed: Please, mister, 
buy a button and help uz babies through 
the hot summer and give us a chance 
to live.“ 

He was helped by Helen and Susie, 3- 
months-old twins, also in the window, 
who would be adopted in no time if 
their mother would give them up. Men 
and women looked in at te window and 
read the appeal and bought buttons to 
help the babies through the hot sgum- 
mer. 

The Mothers’ and Babies’ Home cares 
for an average of 80 mothers every 
month and more than 175 children. 
When a mother is left dependent with 
children, she and her little ones can find 
shelter and food in the home. In many 
cases where children are half-orphans, 
parents leave their children in the home 
while they are emplored. Employment: 
is found for mothers whenever they are 
able to work.

IN CREEK 4 DAYS 
AFTER BOAT RIDE 


Miss Ella Winter of Baltimore 
Was Last Seen With 
D. M. Reese Jr. 


ADMITS BEING WITH HER 
She Left Him to Go Alone, He 


Says—Didn’t Notify Police 
of Disappearance. 


BALTIMORE, June 9.—Miss Ella Win- 
ter, a stenographer, disappeared Thurs- 
day night. Her body, fully clothed, but 
with a slight cut over the right eye, 
was found in Curtis Creek yesterday. 


Justice Charles H. Fowler of Brooklyn, 
Anne Arundel County, immediately or- 
dered an autopsy. It showed no signs 
of violence. 

D. Meredith Reese Jr., the last man 
who is known to have seen Miss Win- 
ter alive, and whose guest she was on 
his motor boat Thursday evening, says 
he has no theory as to how she died. He 
does not believe she was murdered, is 
sure that she was not in a suicidal mood 
when she left him, and he cannot un- 
derstand how she could have been ac- 
cidentally drowned. 

Reese and Miss Winter had been close 
friends for about five years. His par- 
ents, her mother and brother knew of 
his attentions to her. Reese is divorced. 
It was generally believed that they were 
engaged. 

Victim Once Reese’s Stenographer. 

When Reese went to New York some 
time ago to engage in business, Mise 
Winter went there also and got a place 
as a stenographer. When he returned 
to Baltimore she, too, came back and 
obtained employment as the stenogra- 
pher for J. W. Stodard, business man- 
ager of the Baltimore American, which 
position she filled at the time of her 
death. 

According to Reese and the members 
of his family, Miss Winter had visited 
the houseboat of Reese several times 
and was to have been one of a week- 
end party on the boat last Saturday 
night. 

On Thursday evening she went to 
Floods Park at Curtis Bay to make 
some arrangements for the party. Reese 
says she did not go on the houseboat on 
Thursday, but that he took her out for 
a ride in his motor boat. He says they 
started about 8:20 o’clock. The. sky be- 
came overcast and a storm seemed 
brewing, so at 9 o’clock he ran his boat 
to one of the little landing piers at 
Floods and she left him there. 

Reese says he did not watch her fur- 
ther, believing that she would get to 
the car, a short distance away, with- 
out mishap. No one saw her alive after 
that. 

The body when found was fully 
dressed, even a raincoat and yellow 
chamois gloves, which Miss Winter 
wore when she left her home at 1228 
East Preston street, Thursday about 
7:30 o’clock. The hat, however, was 
missing. The back and body were bad- 
ly swollen. There was a slight abra- 
sion of the skin over the right eye. 
Several diamond rings, which are be- 
lieved to have been presents from 
Reese, were on the fingers and at the 
neck there was a diamond brooch. 

Didn’t Tell Police of Disappearance. 

The authorities knew nothing of the 
disappearance of Miss Winter until yes- 
terday afternoon, when the police of the 
Northeastern District were notified. 
Reese, who learned on Friday morning 
that Miss Winter had not returned to 
her home, gives as his reason for not 
reporting the affair, so the police say, 
the fact that he had hoped he might 
locate the missing girl himself and 
thus avoid unnecessary publicity. 

Mrs. Laura V. Winter does not think 
that her daughter met with foul play, 
but believes that she accidentally fell 
overboard and was drowned. 

“She had known Mr. Reese for some 
time. They were good friends, and I 
do not think that he knows anything 
about the cause of her death, said Mrs. 
Winter, who scouted the idea of sui- 
cide. “Why, she was such a jolly girl. 
She and I lived together, and I don’t 
know what I will do without her. She 
was all I had to live for.”

WINS A DIVORCE 
FROM WM. RAPP JR, 


Husband’s Letters to Mrs. Ca- 
therine Dean of New York 
Were Feature of Trial. 


DEFENSE ENDS ABRUPTLY 


Rapp Had Filed a Cross-Bill, but 
His Attorneys Called Only 
Four Witnesses. 


By Associate’ Press. 

CHICAGO, June 9.—-A divorce was 
granted today to Madame Ernestine 
Schumann-Heink from William Rapp 
Jr., whose ardent letters breathing love 
and devotion to Mrs. Catherine Dean 
of New York were read in the divorce 
trial. 

The victory for the famous contralto 
came when Superior Judge Sullivan in- 
structed the jury which had heard the 
case to return a verdict in favor of the 
complainant. 

In announcing the ruling, Judge Sul- 
livan referred to the recriminatory 
charge that, although the defendant was 
proved guilty, yet the complainant was 
likewise guilty and ought not to recover 
and on this point he said: 

There has been no evidence to show 
that the complainant is other than a 
good wife. It therefore becomes the duty 
of the Court to instruct the jury to find 
for the complainant.”’ 

No Mention of Alimony. 

A motion for a new trial was made by 
counsel for Rapp. The bill filed by Mme. 
Schumann-Heink was for absolute di- 
vorce. No mention was made of ali- 
mony. 

Mme. Schumann-Heink showed her 
joy at the verdict and declared that she 
would speedily journey to the Bayreuth 
Wagnerian festival in which she is to 
take a leading part. 

The Schumann-Heink divorce hearing 
Was marked principally by the emo- 
tional letters introduced in support of 
the charge that Rapp should no longer 
be the husband of the diva, and the 
repeated intimations that the defense 
would prove allegations against the sing- 
er which would offset the conduct 
charged against her husband. | 

No attempt was made to contradict 
the authenticity of the letters credited 
to Rapp and written in impassioned 
words to Mrs. Dean, and the evidence 
of the defense failed to show moral ob- 
liquity on the part of the opera singer. 


Defense Ceases Suddenly. 

Rapp’s defense ceased suddenly yes- 
terday with the testimony of only four 
witnesses, and the case was given over 
to the attorneys for argument. 

Owing to the fact that Rapp filed a 
cross-bill charging his wife with a stat- 
utory offense, a large crowd packed the 
sweltering courtroom eager for testi- 
mony bearing on the counter allegations. 
They were disappointed. 

Bryan Humphries, who was the fam- 
ous singer’s chauffeur for six weeks 
last winter, and Miss Helen Sattler, her 
traveling companion since 1910, were the 
witnesses. 

Humphries said he had glimpses of 
George Baldwin of Appleton, Wis., off 
and on at his empleyer's home in Chi- 
cago. Miss Sattler said she had known 
Baldwin for two years and that she 
saw him last around Christmas, 1913. She 
said also that a policeman with a fine 
voice visited the singer at her home m 
Caldwell, N. J., for singing lessons.

That the Isthmus of 
Panama is a health resort instead of « 
graveyard, and that the canal is fin- 
ished’ are again due to Gen. Gorgas and 
to that other pre-eminent despot, Colo-| 
nel, now Gov. Goethals. 

Here in Vera Cruz we are enjoying the 
blessings of despotism. For example, 
the other morning the waiter Was- a 
half-hour longer than usual in bringing 
my coffee. When I asked why, he said 
he had been in jail. He explained that 
he had been slow in serving an army of- 
ficer at the next table, and the army 
officer had called a policeman to the 
sidewalk~everyone here eats on the 
sidewalk—and had locked the waiter in a 
cell. 


Calls Policeman, Then a Waiter. 
So now when I sit down to breakfast 


I first beckon a policeman to my table 
and then beckon a waiter. It is the only 
saisfactory method of handling the serv- 
ant problem. When I get back to Win- 
chester County, if, after reading this, 
any of my servants still remain, I will 
put all of them in jail. 

Gen. Funston is the benevolent despot 
of Vera Cruz, and the city is governed 
by martial law. Under orders om 
Funston is the Provost Marshal, Col. E. 
H Plummer ot the Twenty-eighth In- 
fantry. Under his orders are the Mexican 
police. They are not allowed to arrest 
men wearing our uniform. So, also, un- 
der Col. Plummer are the infantry and 
naval marines, who patrol the streets 
and preserve the peace between too 
jovial sailors and too obstreperous sol- 
diers. How quickly peace obtains at the 
mere sight of a man with a fixed bayo- 
net is a psychological fact some of those 
at Washington should study. 

Also under the Provost Marshal is 
the department of public works, com- 
manded by Maj. Paul Wolf of the 
Fourth Infantry. The department of 
health is in the hands of Maj. T. C. 
Lyster and Maj. Noble of the medical 
corps. These two departments, though 
under separate commanders, are de- 
pendent on each other and work in 
harmony and to the public benefit. 

Majors Lyster and Noble work in- 
side houses and Maj. Wolf outside. 
Maj. Lyster points out insanitary mar- 
kets, kitchens and laundries, Maj. 
Wolf sends men to make them clean. 
Lyster says that a field of weeds is a 
breeding place for mosquitoes. Wolf 
drains the field and sprinkles pools and 
swamps with crude oil. 

These officers are picked men and 
experts.. Maj. Noble served as right 
hand man to Gen. Gorgas for five years 
in Panama and accompanied him when, 
at the invitation of the Government of 
South Africa he went there to suggest 
improvements in the care of natives in 
the diamond fields. 


Learned Work in Havana. 
Maj. Lyster was five yeais in charge 


of the public health of Havana, in med- 
ical work of the same sort in the Philip- 
pines, where he built a prison to hold 
600 native inmates, using only native 
labor. Later he was detailed as execu- 
tivo officer at Leavenworth prison, 
where drainage sewers and water sup- 
ply were under his direction. 

Both departments are fortunate in 
their assistants, who are refugee Amer- 
icans. Many of these are working from 
motives of patriotism. They are medi- 
cal men -who have had large paying 
practice in Mexico City and engineers 
from mines. Even the foremen of 
street-cleaning gangs are of a splendid 
type. They are stranded here and need 
the money. In consequence the depart- 
ments command the services of men 
worth many times what the army is 
allowed to pay. them. The men are ex- 
perienced in handling native labor, 
speak Spanish easily and are glad to 
escape from the idleness and boredom 
of the life of, Portales. 

In the appointment of the men there 
is no politics and as they are not work- 
ing for what there is in it, but because 
they would rather work than sit idle, 
there is no graft. The first to learn 
this were the gamblers and propri- 
etresses of houses in the “red light“ 
district. As a matter of course they 
came o Funston and inquired cheerfully 
to which officer they should pay trib- 
ute. They were gMeved to find that 
that officer had been given a perpetual 
leave of absence. 

When the army first arrived, gambling 
houses were many and wide open. The 
morning after I won 100 pesos—which in 
real money is about $40—at once Funstor. 
closed all of them, The proprietor of the 
one I patronized still shakes his head at 
me reproachfully. He undoubtedly thinks 
the General and I split his money ‘ffty- 
fifty and then closed his place so that 
he could not win it back. He wrongs 
us, but 1 still have his money. It is 
another argument in favor of a benevo- 
lent despotisin.

They have 
been removed to hospitals or furnished 
with enough money to put, them beyond 
the need of rhaking capital out of their 
misfortunes. 

Worse than the condition of the beg- 
gars was that of the dogs that over- 
ran the city. In print their state can- 
not be explained. If it made us sufier 
to look at them, it can be imagined 
what the animals themselves endured. 
Renevolent despotism reached out its 
hand and removed them also. 

Another order of the Provost Marshal 
ferbids after 10 o’clock the sale any- 
where of alcgholic drinks. This applies 
to everybody, but is especially wise in 
helping patrols get sailors back to ships 
and soldiers to barracks.

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STORY OF THE CHARTER. 


No. 1. Why Is a Charter? 


T. LOUIS is to vote on the adoption of a 
8 charter June 30. If adopted this charter 
will take the place of one which has been 

in force since August, 1876-38 years ago. 
The United States and the State of Missouri 
have Constitutions which tell the President or 
Governor and other officers, the Congress or Leg- 


charter is the Constitution of a city. In it as in 
a Constitution—the people tell the Mayor, the 
Municipal Assembly and the courts what they 
may do. 

A President or a Governor, a Congress or 4 
Legislature has no power until the people give it 
tu them. And they have only so much power as 
the people have said in the Constitution they 
may have. 

Just so a charter limits the power of the Mayor 
and Municipal Assembly, which can do nothing 
more than the charter the people have voted 
says they can. ; 

When our present charter was adopted 38 years 
ago, the city limits were extended from about 
Vandeventer avenue to the present line. 

There were few street cars then, and those 
were drawn by horses or mules. 

There were no telephones. 

There were no electric lights. 

There were few paved streets and no public 
eprinkling. 

River traffic was bigger than railroad traffic, 
and, so, the big business section was east of 
Fourth street. All the important banks were 
below Third street.

Gas was so high that only the wealthy used it. 

There was only the beginning of a park sys- 
tem, and part of that was in the hands of pri- 
vate persons or companies. 

The charter of 1876 was made for that sort of a 
city. It was made for town conditions, and not 
for a city, you might say. The people thought 
it a pretty good charter 38 years ago, but it 18 
not a good charter today, because we have out- 
grown it. 

Under the present charter, which was made for 
a town, the city of St. Louis is today very poorly 
governed. 

It cannot own and operate street railways, 
electric light plants, public telephones or any 
other utility that the people might want the city 
to operate. 

Its business is carried on by a Mayor, a Coun- 
cil, a House of Delegates and a Board of Public 
Improvements. Each one of these can shift the 
blame for not doing something that is good for 
the city—or for doing something that is bad for 
the city--on the others. The Mayor can blame 
the House, the House can blame the Council, the 
Council can blame the Board of Public Improv 
ments, and so on. 82 

Isn't it wise to change the charter and make it 
fit the needs of a big city? 

Thursday we will tell how a new charter is 
made for and by the people of St. Louis. 
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SHORT BALLOT OBJECT LESSON. 

The biennial object lesson on the need for the 
short ballot, not only in the city but in the 
county and State, seems even more striking than 
usual this year. The primary election candi- 
dates on four tickets number 369. On @ hot day 
next August the conscientious voter must dis- 
charge the duty of indicating those whom he 
regards best qualifted for a great variety of 
important local and national trusts. 

Increase in the practical facilities at the dis- 
posal of the citizens of large communities for 
determining the fitness of candidates will not 
solve the problem. It is to be solved only by 
decrease in the number of elective officers the 
voter is called upon to select.

EDISON’S BUMBLE BEE ABROPLANE. 

In suggesting that the bumble bee is the best 
model for the successful aeroplane, Edison fol- 
lows the lead of H. G. Wella, who, in his romance, 
“War in the Air,” published ih 1908, pictures an 
inventor flying from one end of England to the 
other on a machine that had actual wings, whir- 
ring at such a pace as to be almost invisible, and 
carrying it through the sky like p gigantic bumble 
bee. 
Mr. Edison says that, in order to achieve this 
phenomenal flying, which the insect practices 
by instinct, we shall have to use wings moving 
at the rate of at least 200 beats a second. That 
looks impossible, until we recall that human Inge- 
nuity has outdone nature in speed of mechanica, 
movements. The Tesla oscillator, for example, 
reverses itself 100 to more than 200 times a sec- 
ond. And in the ordinary dynamo, the current is 
reversed as often as 1000 times a second. , 

In these cases, of course, electricity is the force 
used. It is hardly conceivable that any such 
speed of motion can be obtained with gasoline 
engines, no matter how many cylinders may be 
used.

TO KEEP THE 

28 STOVE CLEAN 

HE gas stove, unless properly man- 

T aged and cared for, is often a 

source of annoyance to the in- 
experienced housekeeper. 

Grease seems to cling to tke pipes and 
the exposed parts of the stove and to 
certain parts where newspaper and cloth 
cannot reach. Even careful washing 
and cleaning every day are not always 
an assurance that the stove is always 
clean. 5 

When one has a greasy stove that is 
hard to manage and keep clean, it is 
wortn while to try the following meth- 
of which a Swedish girl invented: 

Take all the parts of the gas stove, 
including the iron tops, the burners and 
pipes apart. They will lift out easily. 
Place them in a stationary sink, tub 
or wash boiler and cover with very hot 
water. Dissolve half a can of lye in the 
water and let stand an hour or so, if 
possible over night. 

Great care should be taken that the 
hands do not come in contact with ths 
tye water. The’ head should be kept 
turned away from the vessel when the 
lye is poured into the water, as a strong 
gas is formed that is very disagreeable 
to breathe. 

If this is tried once a month the gas 
range will always be perfectly free 
from grease of any kind if cleanet in 
the usual way once a week.
